The latter have yet another and 
equally as interesting a legend. In 
1855 such of the crops as were not de- 
stroyed by drought were eaten bv 
grasshoppers. Many domestic animals 
died of starvation and food was so 
scarce that dozens of families did no*, 
taste bread for months at a time. The 
period was one of famine. Opportune- 
ly, when it was most imperatively 
needed, a specie* of yam, which served 
for potatoes, appeared. It never had 
been seen before and it never has been 
seen since. Like the manna vouch- 
safed to the children of Israel in the 
desert, it was found in abundance, 
and, being succulent and nutritious, it 
maintained life and strength till the 
plentiful harvest of the succeeding 
year rendered it needless. Then it 
vanished. This, like the blessed com- 
ing of the sea gulls, is also regarded 
by devout Mormons as a special and re- 
markable manifestation of divine fa- 
vor. 

Not one of the yams remains in Salt 
Lake. If any are there the writer was 
unable to find them. Hut sea gulls are 
plentiful. They do not confine them- 
selves to the picturesque mountain 
islands of the lake or to its pebbly and 
inviting bcachs, but distribute them- 
selves all over the wonderfully fertile 
valley. They congregate in greatest 
number around the plowman. As he 
turns the soil they gather the worm, 
and as the worm is a most delectable 
article of bird food the birds and the 
plowman are inseparable companions. 
They paffoi on his shoulders au 
plant themselves on his feet, flap their 
wings in his face and are on terms of 
most inttmate familiarity with him. 
Yet is the Mormon farmer never an- 
noyed. He recalls what the gulls did 
for his people in their time of deepest 
distress, and gratitude .makes him 
tender. He would not injure the birds 
for all the gold and silver imbedded in 
the mountains environing Salt Lake 
City, nor without protest would he 
permit anyone else to hurt them. 



The Isles of Shoals, ten miles off the 
New Hampshire coast, where, it can 
be said without exaggeration, a hot 
day is unknown, are nine in namber: 
Malaga, Duck, Smutty Nose, Apple- 
dore, Cedar in Maine, Star, Londoners, 
Seaveys, and White in New Hamp- 
shire.

offense against civilization, justice and 
law. 

His hostility to cx- ('resident Ilarri- 
eon and to the illustrious ex-secretary 
of state, who pussed to his grave in 
January last, is well known. It was 
that wliich caused him to betray and 
desert the great political party whose 
honors he had shared nnd brought 
to his present attitude nnd their 
works. - So far as his recent mani- 
festo on Hawaiian affairs casts reflec- 
tion upon my official action I care 
little. i Ne. pt to the degree that his 
cruel and untruthful words strike at 
the noble band of men and women who 
have for ten months stood so devotedly 
and unitedly in defence of American 
civilization. The remarks made by me 
before the chamt>er of commerce in San 
Francisco on dune 1 and before the citi- 
zens of Augusta, published in the Ken- 
nebec Journal, are answers to most of 
the unjust imputations of my unofficial 

Perhaps nothing hotter shows the 
character of the secretary's assault 
than what he says about the hall 
which the men occupied n few days and 
until better quarters could bo secured. 

A f tor I had made my request to Capt 
Wiltz to laud his men as a precaution- 
ary safeguard to American life and 
property, he and his officers informed 
me that their men must have shelter 
for the night. Without special informa- 
tion in that regard I had supposed that 
the ship's marines had tents of their 
own for their temporary use in case of 
emergency on shore. I wrote a note and 
sent it by a messenger to secure a large 
hall which wus supposed to be avail- 
able. The man in charge of the 
hall was several miles away and 1 had 
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the street before they were able to gc 
to their night quarters. All of them 
would have been held at the legation 
end consulate but for want of room, 
whereas as many aa poasiblc were re- 
ceived, these localities being several 
streets and squares from the palace 
and government building. 

For the occupation of Arion hall by 
tho men of the Hoston the committee ol 
public safety and the supporters of the 
provisional government had no more 
responsibility than Secretary Gresham 
himself 

Queen I .llluokalanl Inaugurated the 
revolution by attempting to destroy 
the legislature by revolutionary 
means. From Saturdny afternoon, 
January 14, to January 10, there was 
no government In Honolulu except In 
the self-possessed attitude of citizens 
who assembled in a great mass-meeting 
January 16 and consummated their 
efforts for law and order by the es- 
tablishment of the provisional govern- 
ment on the 17th, which was promptly 
acknowledged by all the foreign repre- 
sentatives. 

Llliuokalanl and her favorites had 
destroyed her throne by a revolution- 
ary outbreak when the men of the 
Boston landed. In tho exciting hours 
preceding and following her fall, her 
representatives, as well as those who 
formed the provisional government, 
had equal access to the legation. To 
all proper inquiries my answer was 
that the United States marines could 
not take side, but whatever de facto 
government might exist would have to 
be recognized. 

When I did recognize it, late in the 
afternoon of the 17th, the provisional 
government was complete muster ol 
the situation, had full control of the 
city and of the government archives, 
tho police station being surrendered 

It was a small building in which the 
ptywl i ie>s followers of the queen. Mar- 
shall took refuge, and they must have 
surrendered in a few hours by the mere 
force of hunger. 

The provisional government knew 
its power to possess the station at 
once, but wished not to take a life of 
it* occupant*. It deemed it wiser to 
aw a.' their surrender.

An effort 
wus made to damage my recognition of 
the provisional government by a dis- 
pute as to the hour of the clock with 
which I gave recognition. 

This Is of no cssintiul importance, for 
in fact all resistance to the formation 
of a new government prnctically ceased 
more than two days before.

Itcnnle stated on the authority of 
one of the big four that the committee 
will not have the tariff bill ready 
by the 1st of December, at ex- 
pected, and that congress will be in 
session many days again before the 
ways and means committee will be 
ready to report In fact it is said that
